Since the publication of Mr. M. H. Bolender’s excellent book on silver dollars 
in 1950, several new varieties have been discovered (as will be noticed in this 
remarkable collection).

The experience acquired in a-sembling this remarkable collection will be the 
basis for a new book on silver dollars now being contemplated. 

The specimens assembled in this REMARKABLE CONDITION represent many 
years of unstinting effort as well as the determination not to allow the opport- 
unity to pass to acquire the e outstanding (and unique) pieces. Many were 
obtained after keen competition at public auctions — often at several times 
“book price.” This policy has evidently ‘‘paid off’ as what looked like ‘‘ridicu- 
lously high prices’’ then, seem rather conservative today. It appears from recent 
auction sales, that prices on these FINEST KNOWN SPECIMENS will also appear 
conservative in the not too di tant future. It is our hope that the new owners 
will also receive dividends in pride of possession (as well as monetarily). 

The early silver dollars were sometimes called ‘‘cartwheels,’’ “‘iron men,” 
“hard money” (in contrast to privately issued paper money which circulated at 
varying discounts) a; well as other names. These large pieces of silver of high 
intrinsic value were oftentimes hoarded as security against the fluctuating values 
of the time. In fact, there were occasions when the actual silver value in the 
dollar was about $1.05. Naturally, this resulted in many being exported from 
the country or melted for their metallic value. When one stops to consider the 
various forces working again_t these large silver pieces being preserved in choice 
condition, it is indeed unusual to find that any ‘‘uncirculated’’ specimens have 
survived. 

Collectors have always regarded this series with affection as borne out by 
the old-time books and catalogs. In no other series, with the exception of the 
Large Cents and po sibly the half cents, has as much interest been shown in the 
collecting of die varieties. Judging from the rarity of many of the e varieties 
compared to the strong demand (as reflected in the auctions and want lists 
received), the values of a great many should be revised upward. However, we 
shall not attempt an exact rarity and value list in this Fixed Price List but believe 
it whould first be introduced in the new contemplated book.

THE GOBRECHT FLYING EAGLE DOLLARS 


A most interesting series bearing the dates 1836, 1838, 1839. Struck in both 
silver and copper, with and without stars on obverse, with and without stars on 
reverse, plain and reeded edge. The 1836 are technically patterns since the law 
authorizing them was not passed until 1837. Since there was a shortage of silver 
dollars in circulation, the 1000 struck in 1836 were placed in circulation in 
1837. This resulted in very few of the proofs remaining in the condition struck. 
The design is quite pleasing and is generally acknowledged as our most beauti- 
ful silver coin. In fact, a great many were holed and used as watch fobs and 
souvenirs.

REGULAR TRADE DOLLARS 


The ONLY U.S. COINS WHICH NO LONGER ARE WORTH THEIR FACE 
VALUE TO THE GOVERNMENT. These were issued for circulation in the Orient 
to compete with the Mexican peso. They are heavier than the standard weight 
of the regular silver dollars. Thru an oversight in the law, they were legal tender 
in the United States when first coined resulting in two different silver dollars 
circulating simultaneously. When the price of silver declined they encountered 
resistance in the Orient. To prevent their being returned in large quantities 
to this country, Congress repealed the legal tender provision in 1876 and author- 
ized the Treasury to limit coinage to export demand. In 1887 a law was passed 
authorizing the Treasury to redeem all Trade Dollars which were not mutilated 
(chop-marked when used in the Orient). Due to the redemption and mutilation 
of large quantities, the series is much scarcer than the mint figures indicate. 

The later dates were only issued in proof for collectors.
